Violators, 


Most of Them Had Been Con­ 


victed of Violating Prohi­ 


bition Law. 


Okl^joma City, Aug. 13.—Notwith­ 
standing the strenuous 
day 
which 
Governor C. (N. Haskell spent Thurs­ 
day participating in the democratic 
state convention, he with his assist­ 
ants were at the temporary capitol 
early Friday morning and did a larg­ 
er amount of business than any prev­ 
ious day since the capital has been 
loediv din Oklahoma City. 
From an early hour in the morn­ 
ing until after ti o’clock in the even­ 
ing the governor’s reception room 
was crowded 
with anxious people 
waiting to see the executive. 
.Many matters of importance were 
taken up among them, the proclaim­ 
in g of a new county named Swanson, 
the granting of a hearing for another 
new county to be called Cache, the 
capitol site and commission matter, 
appointment of a superior judge for 
Garfield county and the granting of 
a pardon and issuing of several pa­ 
roles and a great deal of other rou­ 
tine business. 
All of the governor’s office furni­ 
ture has arrived and: is being install­ 
ed. ^ie has changed his office to the 
northeast part of the high school 
building from the southeast corner. 
The banking board will occupy the 
rooms vacated by the governor. 
W. D. Williams, alias Will Taylor, 
convicted of violating the prohibition 
law' on two charges in January, 1910, 
in the county court of Bryan coun­ 
ty, was given a conditional parole. 
He was sentenced to serve thirty days 
jail and pay a fine of $50 on each 
ferge. His parole was recommend­ 
ed by Charles Phillis, county judge, 
J. T. McIntosh, county attorney, and 
A. S. Hamilton, sheriff of Bryan conn 
ty. 
A pardon was granted Emmet P. 
Harvey of Greer county, convicted in 
January, 1905, of arson and sentenced 
to $ve years in the state penitentiary. 
Harvey was paroled on Jan. 18, 1909, 
and because of his good behavior 
during this time, Governor Haskell 
gave him his absolute freedom and 
restore dcitizenship rights. 
Red cloud Fleetwood. Indian, of Se­ 
quoyah .county, who lives in Sallisaw 
convected of assault and sentenced 
to three years in the penitentiary, 
was paroled. The parole was recom­ 
mended by John H. Pitchford, trial 
judge, and William J,. Curtiss, county 


attorney. Fleetwood’s wife has been 
in Oklahdma City several times ask­ 
ing Governor Haskell to grant the 
parole. 
On Aug. 8, 1910, in Greer county, M 
D. Suiter pleaded guilty of violating 
the prohibition law and was sen 
tenced to thirty days and fined $100. 
He was given a parole. His freedom 
was recommended by the trial offi-

Mrs. Cora Thornton was convicted 
of bigamy in June, 1910, in the dis­ 
trict court of Greer county, was sen 
tenced to one year in the state pen 
itentiary. She was granted a parole 
upon the condition that she would 
return to her home in Ardmore, live 
a quiet life and care for her chil­ 
dren. The parole was recommended 
by the Greer county authorities. 
Joe Belt of Pontotoc county, con­ 
victed of selling liquor Jan. 21, 1910, 
and sentenced to sixty days and fin­ 
ed $300, was paroled. Belt is to pay 
the fine and court costs, and report 
to the governor every thirty days. 
His parole was recommended by the 
trial officials and the law and or­ 
der league of Pontotoc county. 
George Loving, convicted on June 
8, 1909, for violating the liquor law 
and -sentenced to sixty days and fined 
$100, was given a parole. 
Joe Shotwell of Pontotoc county, 
convicted on the charge of larceny 
and sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary', was paroled. His pa­ 
role was recommended by the Anti- 
Horse Thief association. Robert. M. 
Rainey, trial judge, and a large num­ 
ber of Pontotoc county citizens. 
.More paroles were granted Friday 
than in any one other day since Gov. 
Haskell has been located in Oklaho­ 
ma City. 
All of the pardon and parole doc­ 
uments are now in Oklahoma City, 
and it is considerable easier to at­ 
tend to this class of official work 
than heretofore.

$10,000 when he obtained 1,000 sig­ 
natures for the McMurray tax con­ 
tracts. He is a son-in-law of Chief 
Green McCurtain, Scott was the first 
witness called. He denied that (Mc­ 
Murray had ever made any arrange­ 
ments with him by which he was to 
be paid for supposed services in be­ 
half of the contracts. Until a late 
hour Friday afternoon, he had not 
been asked the question of whether 
or no McMurray had ever asked him 
to give him the $10,000. 
He said that he had no inter­ 
est in the McMurray land contracts 
except in a general way of desiring 
to see the Indian affairs settled de­ 
spite the fact that it was shown that 
he had given up a $11,800 position 
to become McCurtain^ secretary. He 
entered a persistent denial 
under 
a vigorous cross-examination by Con­ 
gressman Burke, Congressman Mill­ 
er of Minnesota, and congressman 
Stevens of Texas, that he was in­ 
terested in the land contracts in any 
manner. Many 
witnesses, however, 
have testified that he petitioned them 
to sign the McMurray contracts. 
Vouchers Not Paid Iii Order. 
Under a severe cross-examination 
by Congressman Miller, he admitted 
that while acting as treasurer of the 
Choctaw nation he had not always 
paid the government vouchers in or­ 
der. He said that funds were some­ 
times short and he further admitted 
that occasioftally he might cash a 
voucher for a friend out of its or­ 
der. He also stated that he had cash­ 
ed the vouchers in the bank at a IO 
per cent discount. He declared that 
he was not reimbursed for money 
spent for telegrams sent to Wash­ 
ington while en route there. 
Despite

gruelling 
examina­ 
tions, Scott stuck to bis story that 
he was not interested in the con­ 
tracts. Sirton. also took him in hand, 
as did Campbell, who asked: , 
"Do you think there is any harm 
in being interested in the McMurray 
contracts?”

tions?” continued Campbell. Scott re­ 
plied that he was not holding back 
anything, bitt persisted that he was 
simply not interested.

Working Ont Reform Plans 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 12.—Certain 
events of today following incidents 
of the last week or so lead to the 
conclusion that a complete political 
readjustment in circles 
close 
to 
President Taft Is in progress. 
Senator Eielson W. Aldrich of R. 
I., called to see the president today 
before the chief executive had fin­ 
ished his breakfast. He talked with 
the president for thirty-five minutes. 
He found that Mr. Taft had not had 
an opportunity to read the senator’s 
reply to Senator Brl stow ^charges re­ 
garding the rubber tariff. The presi­ 
dent was 
grateful, 
however, 
that 
Senator Aldrich had consented to 
make a statement. In doing so, It is 
said, the senator from Rhode Island 
performed an act which fitted exactly 
into a program which has been fram­ 
ed by party leaders close to the pres­ 
ident. 


Although he is not to retire until 
March 4, 1911, and Senator Aldrich 
confirmed to President Taft today 
his intention to do so, the readjust­ 
ment plans which are in progress 
apparently treat with whatever in­ 
fluence Mr. Aldrich may have had 
with the president, as a thing of 
the past. 
The elimination of Mr. Aldrich, ac 
cording to close political observers, 
is soon to be followed by the retire­ 
ment of Secretary Richard A. Bal-* 
linger from the cabinet. 
Mr. Ballinger has lost practically 
all of his personal fortune in de­ 
fending himself from attacks that 
have been made upon him. The re­ 
tirement of Mr. Ballinger is fixed for 
Sept lo. The congressional committee 
will have reported by that limp and 
the date is sufficienty early to take 
the so-called Ballinger issue out of 
the campaign. 
The third move fn contemplation 
Is said to be directed against Speak­ 
er Cannon. It Is not admitted in Bev­ 
erly that Mr. Cannon will ever be a 
candidate for the speakership. 
^ The Cannon situation as a thing 
of the future, is a little difficult to 
handle. Only it is known that 
the 
president would like to see a change, 
however. 
It is believed that 
all 
doubts as to the result would be re­ 
moved. 
Reports have reached Beverly that 
the recent results in Kansas and 
Iowa were due largely to the activ­ 
ity of Speaker Cannon in Kansas, to 
the charges against Senator Aldrich 
and doubt in the west as to wheth­ 
er he actually intended to retire.

COTTO* IN COMME KCE. 
The South’s cotton fields furnished 
directly or indirectly $504,500,000 of 
the $1,710,100,000 of domestic mer­ 
chandise exported from this country 
in the fiscal year just ended. Of the 
^$504,500,000 otal, $450,000,000 repre­ 
sented raw cotton, $20,000,000 cotton 
cloths, $19,300,000 oil cake and meal 
and $14,800,000 cotton seed oil. The 
total increase in the value of do­ 
mestic merchandise exported over the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1909, was 
from $1,638,400,000 to $1,710,100,000, 
or $71,700,000. To that increase raw 
cotton 
contributed 
$33,000,000 
or 
nearly 47 per cent. This increase in 
raw cotton, despite a decrease of 
more than 3.000,000 bales, is the 
largest increase in 50 of the princi­ 
pal articles exported. Of those 50 ar­ 
ticles, 29 showed increases, with the 
exception of cotton, ranging from $7, 
700.000 for boards and planks and 
$7,100,000 for leaf tobacco, to a few 
thousand dollars in '■other item#. 
The direct and indirect contribu­ 
tions of the South to the export trade 
of the country have, during the past 
few*'years, ■ averaged between 38 and 
40 per cent of the total. In the past 
year the products of the cotton field 
represented nearly 30 per cent of the 
total exports, and, when are consider­ 
ed the contributions of the South to 
the $88,700,000 of petroleum exports, 
$38,000,000 tobacco, $36,800,000 boards 
and planks, $25,900,000 bi luminous 
coal, 
$12,000,000 
cattle, 
$9,900,000 
sawed timber, $9,800,000 resin. $8,800- 
000 spirits of turpentine, $8,700,000 
fertilizers, $4,600,000 staves and $44,- 
700.000 articles not included in the 
50 principal ones, it is likely that the 
total contributions of the South to 
the export trade were much above the 
average, and that the outward move­ 
ment of merchandise through south­ 
ern ports played a considerable part 
in the restoration of the figures of 
merchandise exports Coward the place 
they 
held 
in 
1908.—Manufacturers 
Record.

Liquor Bill killed in Texas Senate 


by Vote of 16 to 14. 


Austin. Tex., Aug. 12.—An effort 
was made to compromise the liquor 
fight in the senate. The idea of the 
proponents was to pass the bill de­ 
signed to close the saloons at night, 
provided 
the 
prohibition 
senators 
would enter into a gentleman’s agree­ 
ment “that they would neither de­ 
mand nor vote for any further re­ 
strictive legislation on this subject 
during their terms of office.’’ 
This would preclude the possibil­ 
ity of the enactment of such laws at 
any subsequent called session of the 
present legislature. The idea habits 
advocates on both sides, but it was 
said tonight that if such an agree 
ment is reached it will not be until 
tomorrow or next day. 
At a late hour the anti-prohibi­ 
tion leaders held a conference and 
decided that they would not favor 
this plan or any other which smack­ 
ed of compromise. 
Mr. Colquitt, the democratic nom­ 
inee for governor, said: 
“My position now and shall be as 
it was when I was before the peo­ 
ple. I am opposed to any compromise 
of any kind in the legislature with 
the prohibitionists of that body. I 
believe the legislature should dis­ 
pose of the insurance bill and go
